With the opening of the College 
of Lake County this September, 
many higii school scniurs arc 
making plans to enroll in Lake 
County's new community college.

In adopting residency policies, 
the Board,chbsc nut to require 
residence in the District for any 
specified period prior to enroll- 
ment al, CLC.

Tliis committee (renamed the In- 
ternal Security Committee) has

Most Ameri- 
cans' and an overwhelming ma- 
jority of Members ,:of Congress- 
including this Member— do not 
fit either category,- and conse- 
quently are not violently opposed 
or ."

The current measure (H-Rcs. 
80) which is one of the first Icgis" 
lativc enactments .- of the • '91st 
Congress, is responsive to legiti- 
mate criticism which has ad- 
versely affected the prestige and 
effectiveness of the Committee. 

A primary concern of the new 
Chairman of tlie Committee, Con- 
gressman Richard Ichord, has 
been to . adopt comprehensive 
rules of procedure designed to 
protect witnesses from- harass- 
ment and invasion of thch: pri- 
vacy. The new rules outline Ui 
detail tlic Committco's authority 
for compelling appearances of 
witnesses and the production of 
documents, as well as for holding 
witnesses in contempt of court. 
They arc patterned after a code 
recommended by the American 
Bar Assoclatiop. Also, the re- 
cently-adopted rules authorize the 
participation of counsel for wit- 
nesses summoned to appear be- 
fore (he CommittTO. In tho.. opin- 
ion of Congressman Ichord, these 
rules are "tlic i?iost . comprehen- 
sive ond fairest rules ever adoped 
by a Committee of the Congress.** 

The new name of the Commit-

In open country— an open ditch 
is the safest, place.

More Tax Bills 
In Legislature 

Even though local property tax 
bills to be received by taxpay- 
ers in Illinois this year will hit 
an all time high, bills to author- 
ize further increases arc gradual- 
ly creeping into the legislative 
hoppers, the Taxpayers' Federa- 
tion of Illinois said today. 

Such bills generally authorize 
local governments to levy tax 
rates for funds without refcrcn- 
duni, lake off present referendum 
provisions, or authorize isstiancc 
of general obligation bonds with- 
out referendum. 

. The Taxpayers* Federation of 
Illinois has always stood strongly 
for the referendum principle and 
still does. ^ '^ 

. The Illinois taxpayer is left at 
the present time with very little 
protection from what can often be 
described as unnecessary tax in- 
creases, and removal of referen- 
dum rcquhremenfs on any proper- 
ty tax bill will further aggravate 
the existing condition. 
^ The rebuttal is often given, 
VYcs, but the people will not 
vote ' for ' proposals at refcren- 
dums." The Federation does not 
buy this argument in most cases. 
School referenda are still passing 
at a 68 per cent-clip, and pro- 
posals such as- transportation 
and forestry taxes have been ap- 
proved by the voters when prop- 
erly explained. It seems 'a- bit 
confusing for a legislative body to 
consider homestead exemptions 
^and this is a sorious'situation for 
people on fbced incomes, trying 
to stay in their homes); and then 
turn right around and take the 
exemption nwdy by automatically 
increasing tax rates. It, Is time 
that taxpayers spend 6c. for a 
postage stanip and let their legis- 
lators know their fecellngs,— Wc 
arc certainly hcoriog from them.

The statewide 
Farm Bureauls boat-d of directors 
has contacted all Illinois mem- 
bers of Congress, urging them to 
express their concern to those 
in the U.S. Departments of State 
and Agriculture responsible for 
trade negotiations. * 

"If hard negotiations fail to im- 
press upon the EEC the serious- 
ness of this threat we believe re- 
taliatory action against key,'Eu- 
ropean goods . should be consid- 
ered,", the lAA board said. "In 
view of the importance of agri- 
cultural trade, this is a danger- 
ous route but it may be our only 
alternative at this time," 

The lAA board said it under-
